Convention Sale at Syracuse, June 4 and 5, regis- 

tered the highest average for a sale of this size 
that has been attained in our breed since June 1929. The 
sale total amounted to $43,625. The high quality of the 
offerings throughout was high, although there were per- 
haps less than the usual proportion of high record animals. 
There was, however, an unusual aggregation of very satis- 
factory dairy animals, candidates for later development 
that make this offering stand out. The general ringside 
comment was that this was one of the most encouraging 
sale events that has taken place in a long time and while 
prices ruled somewhat lower than would have been ex- 
pected in normal times, the sale came much nearer to 
maintaining normal pace than was the case in the national 
sales of other breeds this year. It was very heartening to 
note the keen interest that prevailed from beginning to 
end on the part of buyers and spectators who thronged the 
sale barn from the opening on Thursday morning until the 
close Friday afternoon. The sale was held in the big dairy 
cattle barn at New York State Fair Grounds and was an 
ideal location for the comfort and convenience of both 
visitors and consignors. Haeger, Mack and Wood did the 
selling with able assistance from Messrs. D. W. McLaury 
and Ward W. Stevens, who had personally selected all of 
the entries for the sale, driving between fifteen and twenty 
thousand miles for this purpose. 


New York State was the big gainer from this event 
with forty-three buyers from this state taking 94 head 
from the offering. Altogether, there were fifty-seven buy- 
ers, including in addition to the number listed for New 
York State, three each from Massachusetts, Pennsylvania 
and Maryland, two from Wisconsin and one each from 
Vermont, Connecticut and Ontario. The consignments 
came originally from ten states and two provinces of 
Canada. 

The top price of the sale was $2,050 for the outstanding 
three-year-old heifer, Springbank Countess Finderne, con- 
signed by T. R. Dent, Woodstock, Ontario, and purchased 
by Lauxmont Farms, Wrightsville, Pa. This beautiful 
young cow, who had recently completed a two-year-old 
record of over 19,000 lbs. milk, was out of the famous long 
distance champion, Springbank Snow Countess, whose first 
six records average over 1,000 lbs. fat, and sired by the 
Dent herd sire, Soo Canary Finderne. The contending 
bidders were Mrs. W. S. Kellogg of Connecticut and 
Willard Hall, of Kingsford Farms, N. Y., but Lauxmont’s 
bid of $2,050 won the prize. This institution, owned by S. 
Forry Laucks, with Matt C. Abts as manager, is one of the 
newer breeding establishments and is evidently headed for 
a place in the front ranks. They also purchased the second 
highest priced animal in the sale, a yearling heifer from 
the Hargrove & Arnold consignment, Pietertje Pansy Pa- 
poose, at $1350. This is a maternal sister of the five times 
All-American Triune Papoose Piebe and is one of the few 
animals of the breed that can show an average for ten 
hearest dams of over 1,000 lbs. fat. 

Pennsylvania also secured another of the higher priced 


W ITH an average of $351.73 for 124 head, the National 


animals of the sale in the purchase by Harvey Rettew, 
Manheim, Pa., of the Hargrove & Arnold bull, Major Rose 
Pansy, at $1,010. This eleven-months-old youngster is out 
of one of the good daughters of old Rose De Kol Wayne 
Butter Boy herself and this was the top price for the bull 
offering, although closely crowded by the two-year-old, 
Winterthur Dad Ormsby Kristiana, consigned by W. A. 
Woods, Carlisle, Pa., and purchased by John G. Ellis, Lee, 
Mass., for an even $1,000. This splendid bull of Winter- 
thur breeding has been siring an exceptional lot of off- 
spring in the Woods herd, and will be mated with the 
daughters of Dutchland Creamelle Sir Denver in Mr. Ellis’ 
Highfield herd. 


Mrs. Kellogg, who was a contender on a number of the 
top animals of the sale, made three fine additions to the 
Osborndale Farm herd, including Miss Ormsby Inka Rue, a 
two-year-old daughter of Prince Ormsby Inka May out of 
the 800-lb. fat two-year-old heifer, Miss Inka Rue, con- 
signed by Maytag Dairy Farms. This price of $900 paid 
for her was the third highest price for a female in the sale. 
Mrs. Kellogg also secured Maudlene Ormsby May, from 
the Maytag consignment, this three-year-old being by Sir 
Bess Ormsby May, senior herd sire at Osborndale. 


The biggest buyer in the sale was Prof. Earl B. Lovell, 
of Columbia University, who is extensively engaged in 
dairy farming at Marathon, N. Y. Prof. Lovell is replacing 
his grades with pure bred Holsteins and secured a wonder- 
fully fine start on a foundation in his selection of seven- 
teen females, heading the lot with Sir Walker Ormsby 
Veeman at $575 from the consignment of W. D. Robens & 
Son. This young bull, who represents generations of

daughtér of King Ormsby Ideal and one of his greatest 
producing daughters with over 845 lbs. fat as a four-year- 
old with the next dam also “Excellent” having over 800 
lbs. fat. Among the females selected were daughters of 
such noted sires as King Segis Alcartra Prilly, Maaiken- 
shof De Kol Creamelle and Sir Dutchland Colantha Denver, 
all “Gold Medal’ sires, as well as Abegweit Pluto, Prilly 
Adirondac and others. 


Cornell University was also prominently represented in 
the buyers’ list, adding eight head to their herd under the 
newly inaugurated program of developing their breeding 
herd more extensively. The selections were made _ per- 
sonally by Dr. Morrison and included some of the most 
attractive offerings in the whole sale. Particular mention 
is due Pride Beets Spofford at $600 from the consignment 
of Dunam Foster, of Ontario, this being one of the greatest 
show cows in the sale, and Riverflat Melka Mead, taken at 
$400 from the Fenton Brook and Hurlwood consignment. 
This latter cow had been milking over 80 lbs. a day on 
yearly test in Class C, and was one of the real bargains 
of the sale at this figure. 


C. R. Langworthy & Son, Adams Center, N. Y., paid 
$800 to Harold H. Smith, North Rose, N. Y., for Clover 


Heights Transmitter, an outstanding individual three-year- 
old backed by generations of breeding at Clover Heights 
Farm. This bull, as a two-year-old last year, at New York 
State Fair, placed second to the grand champion of the 
show in class, and may be heard from at later shows. 
Much favorable attention was attracted by the Winterthur 
entry, Winterthur Best Segis Jonat, a three-year-old son 
of Winterthur Bess Burke Best. This bull was taken at 
$750 by McLaury Brothers of Portlandville, N. Y., and 
Elliot Springstead, Cobleskill, New York. Another out- 
standing individual three-year-old was Sir Ormsby Segis 
Mercedes 21st, who will be remembered as the Reserve 
All-American junior yearling two years ago. This bull was 
a last-minute substitute for the All-American bull, Tritomia 
De Kol Ormsby Pietertje, from the Wisconsin Board of 
Control. He went at $725 to Peter Chambers, Walton, N. 
Y. H.H. Jones, of Cazenovia, N. Y., secured one of the 
best individual sons of the famous All-American winner 
and sire of All-American winners, King Bessie Ormsby 
Pietertje, when his bid of $700 secured his nine-months-old 
son, King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 15th. The dam has a 
good two-year-old record of over 16,775 lbs. milk in ten 
months and is now on the way to an 800-lb. fat record in 
her present lactation. One of the prettiest things in the 
sale was Quon-Quont Miss Fayne Pluto, the daughter of 
Abegweit Pluto out of Fayne Beauty Walker Ona with two 
records averaging over 1,000 lbs. fat and 30,000 lbs. milk. 
Bred and consigned by Quon-Quont Stock Farm, she was 
one of the bargains of the sale at $620 to C. H. Anderson, 
Jr., Woodlawn, Maryland. Another highly desirable offer- 
ing that went at a modest price was DeCreamCo Calamity 
Posch 21st, a ten-months-old son of DeCreamCo Calamity 
Posch out of a dam of the well known Swastika family at 
Detroit Creamery. She has a three-year-old record of 886 
Ibs. fat, 27,105 lbs. milk and the young bull was a very 
toppy individual. He went at $600 to Francis Gates, Chit- 
tenango, N. Y., for use on the daughters of the former 
Reserve All-American, Hurlwood Sir Segis Walker 2d, 
senior herd sire in this herd. 


One of the great disappointments of the sale in the 
matter of price was the figure brought by the three-year- 
old show bull, Kerk Rocharm, consigned by R. R. Profitt, 
Freetown, Prince Edward Island. This bull, who as a calf, 
yearling and two-year-old, has been one of the outstanding 
winners over the Canadian circuits, was sold with his full 
sister, Falconwood Rocharm Kerk, the two being unde- 
feated produce of dam group last year. The sister, milk- 
ing since February, was producing over 60 lbs. a day at the 
sale on two-time milking and looks like one of the great 
two-year-olds of the year. This beautiful pair were led 
into the ring together and sold on bids for the choice of 
the two with the privilege of taking the pair. W. J. Hall, 
Kingsford Farms, Oswego, N. Y., secured first pick at $600 
and took the sister. The bull, who was conceded to be 
one of the outstanding three-year-old show prospects of 
this year, went for the very disappointing price of $425 to 
I. B. Mitchell & Son, Lafargeville, N. Y. Too bad to see 
this splendid produce of dam split up. H. E. Machold, 
Ellisburg, N. Y., selected an outstanding herd sire prospect 
in R M F Piebe Veeman De Kol from the River Meadow 
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Farm consignment. This youngster was by Triune Neola 
Piebe out of Highland Idleaze Veeman De Kol with a four. 
year-old record of 787 lbs. fat, she one of the great daugh- 
ters of Nannette De Kol Veeman (980 lbs. fat). The five 
nearest dams of this young bull average over 967 lbs. fat, 
so that with the type of this bull, he was a bargain at $530. 


The offering included ninety-one females in milk, six- 
teen heifers not yet in milk and seventeen bulls. An 
analysis of the catalog shows that of the milking females, 
three with short-time records averaged $273.33 ($200 to 
$360), thirty-one with long-time records averaged $396.30 
(140 to $2050), thirty without records themselves but from 
tested dams averaged $302.33 ($135 to $600), and twenty- 
seven untested and from dams without records brought an 
average of $224.63 ($130 to $420). Further emphasis on 
the value of production is shown in the difference in price 
paid for the heifers not yet in milk. Nine of these from 
dams with long-time records averaged $468.88 ($150 to 
$1350), while seven from dams without records averaged 
$242.86 ($110 to $290). All of the bulls with but one ex- 
ception were from dams with long-time records, the six- 
teen averaging $579.81, with a price range of from $325 up 
t> $1010, the remaining bull being from a short-time record 
dam and selling for $100, discounted materially on his type 
and condition.

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The Week at Syracuse 


HE gathering of the clans started on Sunday with 
T various committees utilizing the time for the study of 

problems upon which they were to report later in the 
week. On Monday, the Board of Directors held its annual 
meeting with President Wing presiding. Routine business 
included the approval of the reports of officers and brief 
statements from Secretary Seaverns and Treasurer Rey- 
nolds and Chairman Noyes of the Finance Committee on 
the trend of the business during the current year. Mr. 
Reynolds presented a report of the Building Committee, 
which showed the final cost of the building at Madison, in- 
cluding equipment, etc., to be $74,978.34, which was well 
under the amount of $80,000 appropriated for this purpose. 
Upon motion of T. E. Elder, a vote of appreciation was ex- 
tended the Building Committee for the work accomplished 
and the committee was discharged. Four hundred fifty 
applicants for membership were admitted, bringing the 
total membership up to 31,564 on that date. 

Mr. Cooper presented a report of the preliminary or- 
ganization meeting held recently in the interest of the 
Chicago World’s Fair of 1933 and Mr. Moscrip was desig- 
nated to represent the Association at later meetings of the 
committee, with an appropriation of $200 as a contribu- 
tion from the Association toward the preliminary organi- 
zation of this work. 

Prof. J. W. Bartlett, of the New Jersey Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, appeared before the Board and outlined 
the plan of experiments being carried out in New Jersey 
in breeding for higher test, and asked for the moral 
support of the Association in the breeding work they are 
attempting. 

A substantial saving in the publication of herd books 
will be effected through the use of the photographic re- 
production method commencing with the next volume. 
This method has been used by a number of the other breed 
associations and is expected to be just as useful for refer- 
ence as the regular printed style with a worthwhile saving 
in expense. 

Mr. Cooper formally presented his resignation as 
Director of the Extension Service and this was accepted 
with great regret. 

Open Forum Day 

Following the usual custom, Tuesday was given over 
to open forum for discussion of the problems of the indus- 
try and the Association, in which all interested Holstein 
breeders were invited to participate whether delegates or 
not. Dr. G. Carl Alverson, Syracuse Superintendent of 
Schools, delivered the address of welcome in the absence 
of Mayor Marvin. Dr. Alverson is an enthusiastic Hol- 
stein breeder and is president of the Onondaga Holstein- 
Friesian Association. President Wing responded briefly 
to this welcome and then introduced Prof. Franklin N. 
Strickland of Rhode Island, who discussed the subject of 
milk in general and Holstein milk in particular. Prof. 
Strickland urged more energetic advertising of the Hol- 
stein product, pointing out that we have more than color 
as a selling point—we have health, vitality and nutrition. 








H. W. Allyn, of Rock River Farms, inquired about the 
present advertising program’ of Holstein milk in ladies’ 
magazines and medical journals, and Mr. Cooper supplied 
the information that at present no advertising of this 
character is being carried on. Frank Morris, of California, 
related the experience of Adohr Stock Farm of his state, 
for many years a leading Guernsey establishment, which 
put in a few Holsteins to produce a special baby milk and 
has increased the black and white section of their herd 
until they are now milking 600 Holsteins. Mr. Michaelson, 
of West Chester, N. Y., expressed his belief that the pro- 
ducers of Holstein milk could do much more than they are 
doing in pushing their product by the use of pamphlets, 
blotters and other advertising helps, and expressed the 
belief that individual breeders should do more pushing 
themselves. Mark Keeney, of Overbrook Dairy in New 
Jersey, expressed his belief that it was not a question of 
making the public buy what we have to offer but that we 
must give the public what it demands in the way ofa 
higher cream line. He reported a growing demand for 
higher testing milk in the metropolitan district. J. Lus- 
cher, of Oregon, who is successfully marketing Holstein 
milk in Portland, stated that their policy was that a 3.56% 
milk was satisfactory for general use and the customers 
wanting more eream were being educated to buy the cream 
separately. G. D. Brill of Forsgate Farms of New Jersey 
and T. S. Gold of the Cream Hill Farm of Connecticut 
seconded Mr. Keeney’s remarks as to the demand for more 
color and cream line in the metropolitan district, which 
was resulting in considerable mixing of breeds in produc- 
ing herds. Mr. Gold pointed out that special baby milk 
is not only a drop in the bucket in comparison with the 
general demand and stated that the adult stomach is tough 
enough to stand high test milk. He urged aggressive ad- 


vertising of our milk direct to the people who are going to 
use it. 


In connection with the suggestion of direct advertising 
to the people who are going to use our milk, Mr. Cooper, of 
the extension service, stated his belief that the Association 
will never be large enough to sponsor a comprehensive 
campaign of Holstein milk advertising but that producers 
who have the product to sell must put up funds based on 
the amount sold, which is the way the Guernsey people are 
doing. H. F. Schroeder, of Wisconsin, then related their 
experience in developing a retail milk market in West 
Bend, Wisconsin. When they went into this field, they 
bought an established milk route which was delivering 
largely Guernsey milk. By putting out a product of a very 
high stand of cleanliness and through liberal use of litera- 
ture describing the merits of Holstein milk and invitations 
to the doctors and milk users to visit the farm and see the 
conditions under which the milk was being distributed, 
the demand for the Holstein product has grown steadily 
until they are now delivering about 50% of the milk sold 
in the city.

who is successfully retailing Holstein milk, expressed her 
belief that much of the demand for 4% milk comes from 
the dealers who, for their Grade B product, remove the 
excess cream and standardize the production down to 
about 3.25%, which is the Connecticut general standard. 
Mr. W. B. Barney referred to the fact that the Holstein cow 
produces about 75% of the market milk sold in this coun- 
try and presented some figures showing the increasing 
demand for milk testing around 3.6% as compared with a 
4.4% product at a slight differential in price. 

Fred Southcott, of Pabst Farms, Wisconsin, called 
attention to the amount of advertising that was being done 
for Guernsey milk here in this meeting and urged the 
breeders to put the same amount of effort into showing the 
benefits of Holstein milk. A. J. Glover, editor of Hoard’s 
Dairyman and himself a Holstein owner, further em- 
phasized the point made by Mr. Southcott by stating that 
this was one of the best Guernsey meetings he had ever 
attended, urging the Holstein breeders to devote their 
energy to getting the public to appreciate milk of which 
the Holstein cow produces about 75%. He pointed out 
that the general market demands milk testing 3.5 to 4% 
and that our problem is to produce that kind of milk. Col. 
French, of Iowa, closed the milk discussion and in his re- 
marks stated that science holds that there are more vita- 
mins in Holstein milk than in the product of any other 
breed because of the greater use of roughage by Holstein 
cows. From his experience in marketing milk, special 
baby milk should be natural milk with a test of about 
3.4%, but where the market for a higher testing milk 
exists the solution is standardization. 


Discussion of Advanced Registry Rules 


The other subject on the agenda for general discussion 
was the report of the committee on Advanced Registry 
rules. Chairman Oosterhuis, of this committee, presented 
a series of resolutions embodying the work of the commit-

tee to date. It was stated in opening that the committee 
had not attempted to recodify the Advanced Registry rules 
as had been laid down a year ago as a part of their duties, 
because of certain fundamental changes the committee 
was recommending in these rules which were still to be 
approved and also the amount of space given in the pres- 
ent rules to the details of 7 and 30-day testing, now so 
greatly on the wane. 

The first resolution presented recommended a change 
in the ten months’ division to provide that in the case of 
premature calving a ten months’ record would be con- 
sidered as having been qualified if the cow carried a calf 
200 days of the test period. The reason for this change 
was that under the present ruling if a cow drops a pre- 
mature calf before the 210th day of the test, she can be 
permitted to continue to finish her yearly record so that 
the situation would be presented of the possibility of a 
cow carrying her calf long enough to qualify a ten months’ 
record and yet being permitted to go on and complete a 
365-day record in the same lactation as though she had not 
dropped a calf within the period. This resolution was 
passed over without discussion from the floor. 

The second resolution dealt with the subject of mature 
equivalents, the Denver convention having referred a 
resolution to the committee on this particular subject. The 
original resolution requested that a system of mature 
equivalents be set up in the herd test so that all breeders 
testing in this division could quote a figure on the same 
basis covering the work of their herd. The committee 
recommended that mature equivalents, if used at all, be 
employed only in connection with herd averages and not 
for individual records and the matter was left in that way. 


The third resolution related to the subject of Advanced 
Registry requirements and recommended that the present 
requirements be left as they are except for an increase of 
10% in the requirements for Classification A. This would 
make for the yearly division a Class A requirement of 440 
lbs. fat, Class B 400 lbs. fat, Class C 360 lbs. fat at mature 
age. This suggestion was approved. 


The next resolution recommended that production re- 
quirements in the heifer classes be based upon six-month 
periods rather than by daily increases, as in the past. This 
means that all junior two-year-olds will have the same re- 
quirement for entry whether they are exactly twenty-four 
months of age or 2 years, 5 months, 29 days at time of 
calving. This recommendation was approved in the 
interest of greater simplicity. 

The next resolution dealt with the subject of the 7-day 
official test, and called for the discontinuance of the 7 and 
30-day divisions at the beginning of 1932, unless testing 
work in these divisions showed an increase during 1931 
above the previous year. This resolution called for con- 
siderable discussion. John B. Irwin, of Minneapolis, moved 
that the recommendation be disapproved so that we will 
not be attempting to bury the 7-day test until it is dead. 
James A. Reynolds, of Ohio, stated his belief that it would 
be preferable to let the 7-day test die a natural death 
rather than legislate it out of existence. J. S. Maverick, 
of Texas, argued in favor of dropping the 7-day, 30-day and 
yearly tests, concentrating our efforts entirely upon the 
ten months’ division on the ground that we have too many

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The Honor List Sires 


North Star Joe Homestead Leads

stead 291065, with 179 points won by his daughters 

on the 1930 Honor List, according to the World point 
system explained on page 7 of our May 30 issue. Congrat- 
ulations are extended to his present owners, Carnation 
Milk Farms, to his breeder, W. S. Moscrip, to Baltz Hoesly 
who bred all of his Honor List daughters and made the 
records on three of them, and to A. C. Oosterhuis who de- 
veloped the balance of the daughters that contributed to 
his splendid showing. In computing this total, we omitted 
one of the two seven-day records credited to his daughter, 
Hoesly Fobes Homestead. This record was made by her 
present owners, Firestone Farms of Ohio, and as it appears 
on the list was credited to them as owner; but in view of 
the rule that no cow shall be credited with two seven-day 
records in the same lactation, we have to omit these 15 
points from the total of her sire, North Star Joe Home- 
stead, and her breeder, Baltz Hoesly. North Star Joe 
Homestead is the only All-American bull that has ever 
become the leading Honor List sire of any year. 

Second place this year is taken by Sir Bess Ormsby 
Fobes 217272 with 158 points, most of which were won in 
the herd of Gustave Pabst of Wisconsin. In third place is 
Prince Aaggie Mead De Kol 19th 457534 with 150 points, 
all won by daughters bred and developed by V. F. Dolcini 
of California. 

Last year’s leader, Winterthur Bess Ormsby Boast 
300652, is crowded down to fourth place this year with 142 
points—only sixteen points behind second place and thirty- 
seven points behind first. “Boast” has been among the 
first five every year for the past four years and his total 
for the past four years exceeds that of any other sire. 

Matador Segis Ormsby 396511 is a good fifth with 136 
points. His daughters appear more times (11) on the 
Honor List than those of any other sire of the year. His 
Honor List daughters were all developed and mostly bred 
by Carnation Milk Farms, who thus have two herd sires 
among the first five sires of the year. 

Other sires that closely approached the one-hundred 
mark are King Sweet with 99, Sir Bess Ormsby Lass with 
98 and Ormsby Sensation 45th with 93 points. 

Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th, although not him- 
self appearing on the list, makes a wonderful showing 
through his sons and grandsons, with two sons and a 
grandson among the first eight sires on the list. He is the 
only sire to be represented by more than one son or grand- 
son among the first ten. He has more sons among the 
Honor List sires of the year than any other sire, his fifteen 
sons scoring a total of 537 points, which is far ahead of the 
total of all the sons of any other sire. Bessie Fobes Oak 
Homestead, former Moscrip herd sire, stands second for 
Honor List sons with a total of 345 points scored by four 
sons. Table 1 shows the leading groups of sire and all 
scns, of which there are nine groups totalling over 200 
points each.

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The Convention 

T was a big week at Syracuse. In the convention itself 

were 181 delegates from 44 states—and interested 

visitors to the extent of about twice as many more. The 
entertainment, while not lavish or extravagant, appeared 
to be enjoyed by all and everything moved promptly on 
schedule. Especially pleasing was the attendance of ladies, 
nearly 140 taking part in the special tour arranged for 
thezn on Wednesday. 

The convention program was not heavy and a spirit 
of harmony prevailed that made unnecessary a single roll 
call during the whole proceedings—in rather striking con- 
trast to the last previous Syracuse meeting ten years ago. 
There was also evident a spirit of quiet confidence in the 
future of the industry, a spirit that recognized the need of 
continuing effort to put our best foot forward even though 
the way may be temporarily hard. This conviction found 
expression in the resolution introduced by Prof. Yapp of 
Illinois in relation to maintaining the Extension Service at 
its present level of efficiency, and giving voice to approval 
of any withdrawals from the Reserve Fund that might be 
necessary to carry out the intent and spirit of this resolu- 
tion. The resolution itself appears in full text elsewhere 
in this issue. 

We would have liked to see more extended discussion 
from the floor on this subject because of its importance in 
a matter of fundamental policy. Last fall, the Board of 
Directors determined to shape 1931 budgets so that the 
Association would live within its income this year. Many 
economies have been instituted and some $25,000 taken 
out of the Extension budget for the year, but a further 
drop in income has forecast a deficit of from $25,000 to 
$30,000, even at the lowered rate of activity. We have felt 
that if ever Extension work is worthwhile, it is needed in 
times like these, and that the wisdom of reducing its 
effectiveness even as far as we have now gone might 
reasonably be open to criticism. On the other hand, no 
Board of Directors likes to take the responsibility for 
large annual deficits, even though a substantial reserve 
fund has been accumulated for the purpose of helping the 
Association through any “lean years” of the future. 

We have maintained that before any further serious 
cuts were made in the Extension budget that would have 
the effect of emasculating its effectiveness, the member- 
ship ought to be consulted—that perhaps the membership 
might not take the view that a balanced budget came 
ahead of every other consideration. The Yapp resolution 
provided the occasion for such an expression of opinion, 
but we were surprised at the lack of discussion from the 
floor of the convention. Prof. Yapp discussed the matter 
briefly, Mr. Noyes stated what its adoption would mean in 
the way of a deficit—and that was the extent of the dis- 
cussion. The chairman gave an opportunity for further 
remarks before putting the question, but we could wish he 
had insisted upon a further expression as an aid to clear- 
ing up the whole subject in the minds of both member- 
ship and management, although the resolution itself was 
clear and the vote conclusive. The new board at its first 
meeting carried out the expressed wish of the convention 
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by leaving undisturbed the Extension budget for the 
balance of the year, and by appointing E. M. Clark as 
Acting Director of Extension Service in place of Earl 
Cooper, whose resignation is effective July 1. Mr. Clark 
has been Mr. Cooper’s right hand man in this department 
since 1926, and is thoroughly in touch with all phases of 
the present program. 





Mark Keeney brought forward a suggestion that should 
receive more attention. This was in relation to an ex- 
pansion of A. R. and herd test work. Mr. Keeney looks 
upon the promotion of this work as a legitimate effort for 
state extension agencies. The New Jersey Station has 
embraced the suggestion and one extension man from their 
staff is to devote half his time to promotion of these forms 
of production testing, giving it equal effort to that put into 
the promotion of C. T. A. work. With the further develop- 
ment of this activity, the college hopes to be able to lower 
the cost of supervision to the breeder. Several of the 
other states are giving consideration to the idea, following 
Mr. Keeney’s presentation, and it might well be made an 
active project for many of our state organizations. We 
have asked Mr. Keeney to outline the idea in more detail 
for early publication in the World. 





The resolution to reinstate the 80% butter column in 
the Blue Book was voted down by a substantial majority, 
thus giving the butterfat adherents two successive vic- 
tories in the three times this matter has come before the 
convention. This should settle the matter. However, as 
one delegate put it “This butterfat business is a little like 
prohibition—so many of us vote ‘butterfat’ and drink 
‘putter’.” The transition will take some time, but 
eventually it will probably come as natural to talk about 
our records in terms of butterfat as it is now to speak in 
terms of butter. 





The matter of Canadian registrations now assumes the 
“status quo” with no requirement for inspection. This 
project which was put into the by-laws at Denver last year 
proved not to work satisfactorily. The inspection was in 
many cases merely perfunctory and troublesome cases 
were piling up entirely out of proportion to the benefits. 
Judge Kellogg’s presentation of the history of the whole 
matter of registration of imported animals was highly en- 
lightening, and the amendments adopted unanimously at 
Syracuse seem to clear up the situation correctly. 





It was with profound regret that the convention learned 
of Earl Cooper’s resignation as Director of Extension Serv- 
ice. Mr. Cooper came with the Association in 1922 to take 
charge of the calf club work. His work in this connection 
has been outstanding. Under his leadership, the Holstein 
calf club work has outdistanced all other breeds, and over 
19,000 Holstein juniors are now enrolled. In 1925, Mr. 
Cooper was advanced to the position of Director of Exten- 
sion Service, and in the six years he has served in this 
capacity he has won the confidence, respect and love of 
the whole Association. While his resignation is a matter 
of regret to all, his many friends will be glad to learn 
that he is bettering himself personally by the change and 
that in his new work he will not be entirely separated 
from the Holstein industry. Mr. Cooper is to be Live Stock 
Representative of The Country Gentleman and will also 
represent the Holstein-Friesian World and other similar 
class publications in the commercial advertising field. 





The sale on Thursday and Friday after the convention 
was a most encouraging event with its average of $351 for 
124 head. Not since the Brentwood of June 1929 has a 
Holstein sale of this size made so high an average. It was 
a highly creditable lot of cattle that the management had 
assembled, and while there were not many high record 
animals, they were almost without exception a useful lot 
of splendid type and more than a few of them should be 
heard from later when given a chance on test. Particularly 
pleasing to all New Yorkers was the fact that over three- 
fourths of the offering will remain in the state. 





Madison in 1932. The Wisconsin delegation was hesi- 
tant about pressing this invitation in view of the fact that 
the 1928 convention was at Milwaukee. But there seemed 
to be a general desire to look over the Association’s new 
office building at Madison in connection with the next con- 
vention, and no other serious bid was put forward. It is 


true that these conventions mean a lot of work for leeal 
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committees—ask Frank Price if you doubt it—but they 
also bring their benefits in the way of increased interest 
within the host state that is decidedly worth the effort. 
A real “cow convention” is in prospect for 1932, according 
to Glen Householder and others of the Wisconsin dele- 
gation.

John Hugh McLain Dead 


H. McCLAIN, senior dairy extension specialist in the 
J Southern States for the Bureau of Dairy Industry and 

* the Office of Cooperative Extension Work, U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, a man who is believed to have done 
more than any other one man for the development of the 
dairy industry in the South, died on Monday, May 18, at 
his home at Campobello, S. C., near Spartanburg, after a 
long illness. 

Mr. McClain was born at Wellford, S. C., October 10, 
1883, and was graduated from Clemson Agricultural Col- 
lege with the B. S. degree in 1906, and took further dairy 
training at Cornell University in 1907-08. He entered the 
Department of Agricultue in 1907, in the dairy division of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, as agent in dairying for 
dairy development work in the South, being assigned to 
work with the experiment station of the University of 
Georgia. In 1911 he transferred to the bureau in Washing- 
ton. In 1919 he went on leave without pay to take Hol- 
stein-Friesian cattle from this country to France for the 
French High Commission. After being restored to the roll 
of the bureau he was given the supervision of the bureau’s 
dairy introduction work in the Southern States. On July 
1, 1925, he was placed in charge of the dairy-production in- 
troduction work of the newly formed Bureau of Dairy In- 
dustry. On June 1, 1929, he was appointed subject-matter 
extension specialist in dairy production for the twelve 
States comprising the Southern extension region, a posi- 
tion which he held at the time of his death. 

He had traveled back and fourth through the South

With only seven daughters tested 
aged, over two years and with one 
1,076-lb. fat daughter, two others over 
880 lbs. fat, three others over 800 Ibs.

place this bull will hold among the 
breed’s greatest. 





FIELD WORK 

An average of 245 farm visits per 
man for each of the six men working 
in the field was reported for 1930 and 
this work covered 39 different states. 
Special emphasis was placed on test- 
ing and Calf Club work and much 
stress given to the assembling of coun- 
ty and state show herds as well as on

the exhibiting of Holsteins by indi- 
vidual breeders. 

A summary of the fieldwork activ- 
ities shows 395 meetings attended and 
addressed with a total attendance of 
51,961 persons. Farm visits totaled 
1.473, small meetings or conferences 
981 (important in arranging and pro- 
moting programs of work), booths 
erected and conducted 45, and articles 
written for farm papers 154. 

In addition. much assistance was 
given to breeders in preparing regis- 
tration and transfer papers, and in 
organizing Calf Clubs, etc., travelling 
on special educational trains, and ar- 
ranging and assisting with judging 
contests to promote the use of more 
care in the selection of desirable ani- 
mals.

standards of testing at present, making comparisons 
almost impossible. A. A. Hartshorn, of New York, agreed 
with Senator Reynolds and cited some of his own ex- 


periences, demonstrating the reliability of the 7-day test 
as a guide in breeding. George Warner, of Ohio, stated 
that he was in favor of retaining the 7-day test, although 
not now using it in his own herd, and raised the point that 
he did not think the resolution as drawn gave a fair chance 
to test the sentiment of the breeders on the subject. H. 
V. Noyes, of New York, raised the question as to what 
possible good can come from dropping the 7-day test as 
long as anyone wishes to make use of it. A. C. Oosterhuis, 
chairman of the Advanced Registry Rules Committee, 
stated that he had always been a believer in the 7-day 
test, feeling that it brings man and cow closer together 
than any of the other testing divisions and aroused more 
interest and enthusiasm, but that under present conditions, 
he wondered if breeders were getting their money’s worth 
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from the cost of making records in this division. C. W, 
Wray, of Illinois, urged dropping the 7-day test in order 
to make possible a straight classification of long-time ree. 
ords. John B. Irwin pointed out the value of 7-day work 
as a feeder for long-time testing effort. This point was 
also made by E. P. West of Massachusetts, who stated his 
belief that many who are now testing in the long-time 
division would never have started this work except for 
the influence of the 7-day testing. Upon putting the matter 
to a vote, the proposal to end the 7 and 30-day divisions 
was disapproved, and with it went disapproval of the fina] 
resolution proposed by the committee that concurrent with 
the dropping of 7-day testing a straight classification 
should be adopted from the commencement of the test for 
Classifications B and C. These various recommendations 
now go before the Board of Directors for its consideration, 
the Board being charged, under the by-laws, with the re- 
sponsibility of setting up the rules for Advanced Registry. 
This concluded the deliberations of the day and the meet- 
ing adjourned early in the afternoon to permit a sight- 
seeing tour through the beautiful scenic finger-lake region 
to Ithaca where the delegates and visitors were entertained 
at the New York State College of Agriculture through 
courtesy of the New York Holstein-Friesian Association 
and the College. About 400 made this trip, which was 
greatly enjoyed, covering as it did some of New York 
State’s most beautiful scenic sections. Supper was served 
at Ithaca and the calvacade returned to Syracuse in the 
evening. 
The 46th Annual Convention 

In our issue of June 6, we were able to include a fairly 
complete outline of the proceedings of the convention on 
Wednesday, June 38. At this time, we will, accordingly, 
give only a brief summary. Dr. L. M. Thompson, Mont- 
rose, Pennsylvania, who served as vice president of the 
Association from 1924 to 1930, was unanimously elected 
president for the ensuing year. Frank S. Walker, Orange, 
Virginia, was reelected as vice president, and each of the 
four directors whose terms expired were reelected, these 
being Col. G. Watson French, Davenport, Iowa; F. W. £ 
Vesper, St. Louis, Mo.; James A. Reynolds, Cleveland, 
Ohio, and R. J. Schaefer, Appleton, Wis. Madison, Wis- 
consin, was unanimously chosen as the place for the 1932 
convention. 

The report of the Committee on Credentials 
that of the 196 delegates elected, 181 were present with 
forty-four districts represented. The printed reports of 
officers were accepted without reading, although Secretary 
Seaverns, Supt. Norton and Director Cooper summarized 
briefly the work of their departments in oral statements 
that were well received. At the conclusion of Mr. Cooper’s 
remarks, Director Elder presented the following resolu- 
tion relative to Mr. Cooper’s resignation as Director of 
Extension, which was adopted by a rising vote. 

Whereas, Earl J. Cooper, has for nine years rendered 
efficient, faithful and loyal service as Director of the Ex- 
tension Department of The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America and has for the same length of time been the 
courteous, respected and efficient leader of boys and girls 
in Calf Club work throughout the country, and 

Whereas, he has tendered his resignation 
another position, 

Be It Resolved, that the members of this Association, 
now in annual session, express to Mr. Cooper their deep 
affection and appreciation for service so ably rendered 
and ¢xtend to him their best wishes for success in his 
future work. 

Bt It Further Resolved, that the Secretary be and is 
hereby instructed to emboss a copy of this resolution and 
deliver the same to Mr. Cooper.

The resolution sponsored by the Wisconsin Holstein- 
Friesian Association in regard to a briefer plan for num- 
bering registrations was defeated by a nearly unanimous 
vote.

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The Week at Syracuse 
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for bi-annual publication of the Blue Book was withdrawn, 
and the resolution to restore the 80% butter column in 
the Blue Book was lost by a rather decisive vote. This 
subject called forth the greatest amount of discussion of 
any of the subjects brought before the convention. The 
proposal of the Bayfield County, Wis., Holstein-Friesian 
Association to provide for the election of delegates by con- 
gressional districts in Wisconsin was not supported. 

Two proposals for amendments to the by-laws in rela- 
tion to Canadian importations appeared in the call. Judge 
Kellogg’s proposed amendment covered more generally the 
whole subject of imported animals and made some techni- 
cal corrections in the wording of certain by-laws to make 
them conform with the intent of certain changes pre- 
viously made on this subject. Some few changes were 
made in Judge Kellogg’s proposal as it appeared in the 
call, restoring the fee for registration of imported animals 
at $25 in addition to inspection fees, but specifically 
exempting Canadian animals from these provisions, putting 
their registrations upon the same basis as American bred 
animals. This change covered the subject of the resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Reynolds and Mr. Noyes, and does away 
with the provision adopted at Denver last year to provide 
for inspection in Canada and a rating of “Good” or higher 
under the Canadian super-registry plan before acceptance 
in our herd book. A discussion of the matter by Judge 
Kellogg brought out the fact that the rule adopted at 
Denver was causing many troublesome situations out of 
proportion to the possible benefits. The action in remov- 
ing these restrictions on registration of Canadian animals 
was unanimously adopted. 

The amendment offered by Axel Hansen in regard to 
the use of prefix names on animals not bred by the owner 
was adopted with the further amendment that permission 
of the breeder to make the change in name be secured. 

Under the head of new business, Prof. W. W. Yapp of 
Illinois, moved the following resolution: 

“Whereas, the dairy industry and the Holstein breed is 
now passing through a period of depression, reconstruc- 
tion and rebuilding, and whereas we believe that the re- 
serve fund of our Association has been built up to carry us 
safely over just such periods; 

“Be It Resolved, that we the delegates here assembled 
respectfully request the Board of Directors of The Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America to continue the work 
of the Extension Service at its present level of efficiency; 
maintaining its standards and policies as a separate divi- 
sion operating under its own head; that the efforts of this 
department may be most effective at this time of greatest 
need. 


“Be It Further Resolved, that the delegates here 
assembled representing the Holstein breeders of the 
various states and territories fully support the Board of 
Directors in such withdrawals from the reserve fund as 
they deem necessary, in order to comply with the intent 
and spirit of this resolution.” 


Prof. Yapp commented only briefly upon this resolution 
which was self explanatory in its context. Mr. Noyes then 
made a brief statement to the effect that on top of last 
year’s loss of $46,000, the Association is facing a further 
loss of $25,000 to $30,000 for 1931 on account of decreased 
income, if extension expenditures are maintained upon 
present levels. He gave these figures not as an argument 
against the adoption of the resolution, but as a matter of 
information to the delegates at the convention in arriving 
at a conclusion. Without further discussion, it was carried 
by a substantial majority on a viva voce vote. 

H. W. Allyn, of Illinois, offered a resolution requesting 
the board to reinstate for 1932 the prize money at fairs on 
the previous basis. This resolution also was adopted after 
a brief explanation from Mr. Allyn. 

Following the election of officers, Mr. Elder presented 
the following resolution of respect and appreciation to our 
retiring president, Prof. Henry H. Wing: 

“Whereas, Henry Hiram Wing has honored us with one 
year of able and distinguished services as President of our 
Association, it is 

“Resolved, that the members of this organization do 
hereby express to Professor Wing their appreciation of his 
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loyal services and tender to him the assurance of their con- 
tinued affection, high regard and sincere wishes for his 
future welfare; and it is 

“Further Resolved, that the Secretary be and is hereby 
instructed to emboss a copy of the foregoing recital and 
resolution and deliver the same to Professor Wing.” 


Resolutions were also adopted conveying greetings to 
Superintendent Emeritus Malcolm H. Gardner and also ex- 
pressing appreciation to Syracuse and the Holstein breed- 
ers of New York State for their hospitality. 

Organization of the Board : 

Immediately following the adjournment of the conven- 
tion, a meeting of the new Board of Directors was held. 
The meeting was called to order by President Thompson. 
The first business was the election of officers. Houghton 
Seaverns was reelected secretary, and was also elected 
treasurer, after the refusal of James A. Reynolds to accept 
this appointment for another year. Horace W. Norton, Jr., 
was reelected Superintendent of Advanced Registry. 
Ernest M. Clark was appointed Acting Director of Exten- 
sion in place of Earl J. Cooper, resigned. 

Various committees of the board were all reelected, the 
Executive Committee consisting of Messrs. Reynolds, 
French, Bell, Noyes and Schaefer, Mr. Reynolds being 
unanimously reelected chairman of the comemittee for the 
thirteenth successive year. Messrs. Noyes, Elder and 
Hass were reappointed as Finance Committee, and the 
thirteen inspectors of Advanced Registry and Imported 
Cattle were reappointed as follows: Prof. C. L. Blackman, 
Columbus, Ohio; Prof. T. E. Elder, Mt. Hermon, Mass.; 
Prof. J. B. Fitch, Manhattan, Kansas; Malcolm H. Gard- 
ner, Delavan, Wis.; R. E. Haeger, Algonquin, IIll.; Axel 
Hansen, Minneapolis, Minn.; A. A. Hartshorn, Hamilton, 
N. Y.; John B. Irwin, Minneapolis, Minn.; Prof. H. H. 
Kildee, Ames, Iowa; W. S. Moscrip, Lake Elmo, Minn.; 
H. W. Norton, Jr., Madison, Wis.; A. C. Oosterhuis, Ocono- 
mowoc, Wis.; Ward W. Stevens, Liverpool, N. Y. 


Messrs. Moscrip, Elder and Barney were reelected as 
the Committee on Qualification of Judges and the revised 
list of approved judges for 1931 was approved by the 
Board. Messrs. Moscrip, Schaefer, Reynolds and Mott 
were named as delegates to the American Dairy Federa- 
tion. Axel Hansen and Prof. E. L. Anthony, of Michigan, 
were endorsed as delegates to the International Dairy Con- 
gress to be held in July at Copenhagen, Denmark. This 
endorsement does not involve any financial contribution 
by the Association for expenses of the trip. 


On Mr. Norton’s recommendation, consideration of 
matters affecting A. R. O. rules, as proposed by the special 
committee and discussed on open forum day, was deferred 
to the next meeting of the Board of Directors. It was the 
sentiment of the Directors that there be no meeting of 
the Board in St. Louis in October at the time of the Na- 
tional Dairy Show, but that the Board meet in Chicago 
about December 15 to consider the budget for 1932. 


The Banquet 


A capacity crowd of over 500 more than filled the big 
ball room at the Onondaga. After an unusually fine beef- 
steak dinner, Frank Price, who was general chairman in 
charge of local arrangements, introduced Earl J. Cooper, 
as chairman of the evening. After a few fitting remarks, 
Mr. Cooper introduced President Charles H. Baldwin of the 
New York Holstein-Friesian Association, who expressed 
the great pleasure of New York at the opportunity of play- 
ing host to the convention. Mr. Baldwin also described 
something of the work the New York Association is 
attempting to do and offered the facilities of the state or- 
ganization in case anything in this program was found that 
might be useful in other states. The principal address of 
the evening was given by James A. Gheen, who kept his 
audience in a gale of laughter at the same time leaving 
plenty of solid food for thought along the lines of sound 
business ethics. The program was interspersed with de- 
lightful musical numbers by Mrs. Pauline Hundshamer, 
soprano soloist, and the Liberty male quartet. Following 
the short speaking program, several hours of dancing were 
greatly enjoyed. Mr. and Mrs. Jimmie Biermeister, Troy,

Earl Cooper and Mabel Shampine, of the World staff, run- 
ners-up. Last year’s winners, Mr. Reynolds and Mrs.

NEW EXTENSION HEAD 


Following the resignation of Mr. 
Cooper as director of Extension, the 
Board appointed as acting director 
Ernest M. Clark, who has been Mr. 

‘ Cooper’s right hand man since 1926. 
That year, Mr. Clark came with the 
Extension Service as dairy and mar- 
keting specialist with particular at- 
tention to the problems of market- 
ing Holstein milk. His duties with 
this department, however, have 
been varied and he is thoroughly in 
touch with every angle of the work. 
Prior to his coming with the Asso- 
ciation five years ago, Mr. Clark has 
had a broad experience both as a 
practical farmer and breeder and in 
the ranks of extension effort. He was

SHEFFIELD MILK PRICES FOR 
MAY 


The net cash price to be paid the 
members of the Sheffield Producers’ 
Cooperative Association, Inc., for the 
milk sold by them in the month of 
May, 1931, is $1.47% per hundred lbs. 
for three per cent grade B milk in the 
201-210 mile zone with the _ usual 
freight, grade and butterfat differen- 
tials. This is equivalent to $1.67% 
per hundred lbs. for milk sold on a 
3.5% butterfat basis. 

Our production for May, 1931, ex- 


ceeded our production for any previ- 
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ous May by approximately 11,000,000 
lbs. It exceeded our production for 
April, 1931, by more than 22,000,000 
lbs. 

The supply of milk for May will 
doubtless be exceeded considerably in 
June. Low prices must be expected 
until the supply of milk decreases, as 
it doubtless soon will, and until steady 
warm weather brings about the usual 
seasonal increase in consumption. It 
must be remembered that the surplus 
milk, which now is in much larger 
volume than the milk which can be 
used for fluid purposes, is what brings 
down the blended price. This surplus 
has to be disposed of at the lowest 
prices in many years. 

It is difficult to understand why so 
many low producing cows are kept. 
When a cow does not pay at least a 
small profit her owner is surely the 
gainer if he disposes of her even at 
a low price. 

Both from the standpoint of health 
and profit more milk might well be 
used on many farms.

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Iowa State Achievement Sale 


The Iowa Board of Control held the 
first Iowa State Herds Achiement Sale 
on May 29, at the State Hospital, 
Woodward, Iowa. The cattle were se- 
lected from nine institution herds and 
gave the breeders of Iowa an oppor- 
tunity to see what the Iowa State 
herds are doing in the way of type 
and production. The willingness with 
which they bought was encouraging to 
the sponsors of the sale. For the past 
fifteen years, Mr. A. M. McColl, senior 
member of the Iowa Board of Control, 
has taken especial delight in working 
for better dairy herds in the Iowa in- 
stitutions. He has made remarkable 
progress, due very largely to judicious 
selection of foundation stock. partic- 
ularly in the matter of herd sires. A 
total of 54 head, all negative to the 
blood test for abortion, were sold to 
Iowa breeders for $13,890, or an av- 
erage of $257.22 each. 


The top price of the sale was reached 
when Mt. Pleasant King Rhoda Jo- 
hanna 625356 was struck off to Elliott 
& Adams, Woodward, Iowa, for $1,005. 
This fifteen-months-old bull, consigned 
by Mt. Pleasant State Hospital, is a 
son of King Bess Johanna Piebe, prize 
winning son of King Piebe and Bess 
Burke Piebe Johanna, 960-lb. fat daugh- 
ter of Marathon Bess Burke, and out 
of Rhoda Johanna Pietertje, 876-lb. 
fat granddaughter of Sir Korndyke 
Bess and one of the best known mem- 
bers of this herd. Another calf from 
the same consignment brought the 
next high mark of the sale, this being 
Mt. Pleasant King Ona Pietertje, who 
went to the Henry County Home, Mt. 
Pleasant, Iowa, on their bid of $960. 
He is a son of Iowa Ona Ollie and 
from a 673.85-lb. fat daughter of King 
Pietertje Fayne Ormsby, well known 
son of KP OP. 


The female offerings brought up to 
$740, this figure being paid for another 
member of the Mt. Pleasant consign- 
ment, Mt. Pleasant Violet Pietertje 
Ollie, show heifer and a full sister to 
the $960 bull mentioned above. This 
three-year-old was a prominent prize 
winner as a junior yearling in 1929, 
and is now making a promising record 
in year test. She was purchased by 
Dr. W. C. Walsh, of Ames, Iowa. C. J. 
O’Neil, of Ames. purchased Aaltje El- 
don Sylvia 2d, from the consignment 
of the Training School for Boys, El- 
dora, for $500. This six-year-old has a 
yearly record of 933.49 lbs. fat. 25.381.1 
lbs. milk and is sired by Sir Ollie De 
Kol Netherland, son of Walcowis Sir 
Ollie and Korndyke Netherland Star 
De Kol, 744-lb. fat daughter of Pabst 
Korndyke Star. The dam is a grand- 
daughter of Champion Echo Sylvia 
Pontiac. Several others sold within 
the $300 and $400 range. 

The consignment from the Mt. Pleas- 
ant State Hospital herd made the 
highest average in the sale. twelve 
head selling for an average of over 
$376 and included several of the tops 
of the sale. The largest consignment 
came from the Woodward State Hos- 
pital, their fifteen head averaging 
$249. 

An analysis of the sale catalog shows 
that thirty of the 54 head were fe- 
males in milk, fourteen were heifers 





not yet in milk and ten were bulls. 
Of the females in milk, ten with rec- 
ords in the long time divisions brought 
an average of $412, ranging in price 
from $175 up to $740. Six without rec- 
ords themselves but from tested dams 
averaged $169.11 ($100 to $230), while 
14 others untested and from dams 
without records brought an average of 
$212.50 ($100 to $340). Five heifers 
from dams with records in the long- 
time divisions averaged $207 ($170 to 
$240) and nine from untested dams av- 
eraged $152.22 ($100 to $230). Seven 
bulls from long-time record dams av- 
eraged $422.85, ranging from $105 up 
to $1005, the top price of the sale, 
while three from untested dams av- 
eraged $138.33 ($130 to $150). The av- 
erage of $257 for the sale was con- 
sidered very good under present con- 
ditions. The buyers with one excep- 
tion were not large established breed- 
ers, and it was pleasing to note the 
way in which Iowa breeders availed 
themselves of this opportunity to se- 
cure some splendid additions to their 
herds. 


The selling was done by J. E. Mack, 
of Fort Atkinson, Wis., and N. G. Kras- 
chel, Harlan, Iowa. with Melin-Peter- 
sen Company, Minneapolis. managing 
the sale.

This 
largely accounts for the splendid fi- 
nancial condition of the Nebraska As- 
sociation. Did not get over to Harry 
Gordon’s this trip. H. Gordon at Har- 
vard, Nebraska, has some very nice 
Marathon Bess Burke breeding and 
sold the 4-H club calf last year that 
topped the strong class at the Nebras- 
ka State Fair. In this vicinity is a 
splendid group of breeders who are 
working together as the South Cen- 
tral Nebraska Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation, largely in the interest of club 
work. Frank Case took me to see 
several herds near Fairmont and Gen- 
eva, and the next day I was in good 
company with J. C. George of Hamp- 
ton, Nebraska. whose two daughters 
can milk a herd of twenty cows faster 
than any men I ever saw around a 
cow barn. “Jake” George runs every- 
thing by machinery, and it is all one 
machine at that. The little gas engine 
runs the milking machine, elevates 
the sileage, and turns the cream sep- 
arator all at one time. “Jake” always 
has a load of hogs coming on and when 
the price of cream drops he makes 
it back in skim milk to the hogs. 
He and Henry Stubbe at Central City, 
Nebraska, own bulls in partnership. 
Mr. Stubbe for several years has in- 
tensified on the breeding of Niva Kal- 
muck whose sensational weekly record 
was made by Mr. Stubbe in the herd 
of Dr. B. B. Davis of Omaha, a few 
years ago. 

Another splendid herd in Nebraska 
seen recently is Mr. Henry Holling’s 
at Millard. I spent a most pleasant 
day in the vicinity of Lincoln, where 
several herds were visited including 


the Woodlawn herd and the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska herd. Prof. Davis 
showed me a bull calf whose eight 


generations are filled with every fe- 
male having a record in excess of 750 
pounds on yearly test. Two excellent 
show bulls can be seen, one at Lil- 
lard Jensen’s near Kennard, Nebraska, 
and the other in E. J. Rennard’s 
neighborhood near Arlington, Nebras- 
ka. Both are good enough for State 
Fair competition. 

I accompanied Mr. Meyer of Base- 
hor, Kansas, on a trip in Missouri, 
where we saw some good show pros- 
pects at W. S. Buckley’s herd near 
Garden City. Mo., and Mr. Meyer pur-

Extension Service Activities 


January 1 to May 1, 1931 


1. From Chicago to Madison 

The Extension Service office was 
moved by truck on the last days of 
February, and with very little inter- 
ruption in service, continuing its work 
on the first Monday morning of March. 
Our chief clerk and bookkeeper, with 
years of experience in Chicago, spent 
five weeks in Madison training a new 
group of clerks. Our present force 
consists of a chief clerk, bookkeeper, 
publicity clerk, calf club clerk and 
shipping clerk. All are taking hold of 
the work in first class manner. 


Il. Inquiries and Literature 

A total of 2,596 inquiries was re- 
ceived in the first four months as com- 
pared to 3,873 for a similar period in 
1930. This is partly accounted for 
through the discontinuance of most of 
our advertising as many of our in- 
quiries normally come from our ads. 


We have mailed out 51,970 pieces 
of literature from January 1 to May 
1, as compared to 66,820 last year. 

lll. Publicity (greatly increased) 

A total of 1,149 Holstein stories was 
released during the first four months 
of this year, according to Mr. Cleary, 


as compared to 555 for the same pe- 
riod last year. During this period we 
feel it very necessary to keep the 
merits of our breed constantly before 
the public. In addition to the above, 
our fieldmen have prepared 61 articles 
for the press and 99 photographs have 
been supplied to farm papers and 
magazines. 


Extensive publicity was given to 
the opening of our new offices and 
same was extensively used by farm 
papers and magazines. 

IV. Calf Club Work 

We now have 19,100 calf club mem- 
bers enrolled and new ones are being 
added each week. This work is grow- 
ing rapidly and speaks well for the fu-

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ture of the Holstein breed. The very 
reasonable price of club heifers at the 
present time is an important incentive 
for young people to go into dairy club 
work. 

V. Legislative Work 


An unusual amount of work was 
necessary during the first three 
months, both in National and State 
Legislative matters. The well known 
“Oleo” bill was before Congress and 
several states had dairy bills of great 
importance up for consideration. The 
results in nearly all cases have been 
highly satisfactory in protecting the 
future of the dairy interests. 

Vi. Field Service 

There was a marked increased de- 
mand for the services of our fieldmen 
during the first four months of this 
year. Many requests for help had to 
be denied, due to lack of time. All 
fieldworkers arranged their  sched- 
ules to cover a maximum amount of 
field work with the least possible ex- 
pense. Three eastern states have paid 
the traveling expenses of Mr. Crissey 
in order to secure additional field 
service. 

During the first four months of 1931, 
fieldmen attended and addressed 177 
meetings, five more than during a 
similar period last year, attended 465 
conferences as compared to 324 and 
made 754 farm visits, an increase of 
305. 

There is an _ increased _ interest 
among our breeders in both county 
and state association work. Construc- 
tive programs have been arranged and 
a good show season seems to be in 
prospect. 

Vil. Conclusion 


The Extension Service has centered 
its activities upon what appears to be 
the most vital problems. At no time 
has our attendance at breed meetings 
and visits to the farms been more ap- 
preciated. Several of the lesser proj- 
ects have been curtailed for the pres- 
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ent, with the hope that they may be 
revived at a later date. 

We will greatly appreciate your 
suggestions at any time and we trust 
that the work of the Extension Serv- 
ice is serving to uphold faith and con- 
fidence in the dairy industry, and in 
Holstein-Friesians.

THE HERD IMPROVEMENT TEST 
The Mature Equivalent 


The question of using mature equiv- 
alents in reporting production in Herd 
Improvement Test has had consider- 
able discussion and at the last Annual 
Convention a resolution was _ intro- 
duced by Pres. Chas. Van der Schaaf 
of the Wisconsin Holstein-Friesian 
Association which would provide for 
an extra column in the Red Book with 
all records figured to a mature equiv- 
alent basis. This resolution was re- 
ferred to the Advanced Registry Com- 
mittee for report at the Syracuse Con- 
vention. The purpose of the mature 
equivalent is to increase the actual 
production figures of two, three and 
four-year-old heifers by some regular 
percentage so that they may be 
brought up to a fairly comparable 
basis with records of mature cows. 


In considering the advisability of 
using mature equivalents, we must 
recognize the fact that there are dan- 
gers as well as advantages. Being 
based on averages, the mature equiv- 
alent is quite satisfactory when ap- 
plied to a number of records. On the 
other hand. it may not work out so 
well in individual cases. For example, 
the daughters of some sires come to 
maturity rapidly and show up excep- 
tionally well as two and three-year- 
olds while the daughters of other sires 
come on slowly, not showing partic- 
ularly well in production during their 
first and second lactations but devel- 
oping into remarkably good producers

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There are many other fac- 
tors such as changes in methods of 
feed and care and individual pecular-. 
ities which may make the use of ma- 
ture equivalents unsatisfactory for 
single records. Also, when applied to 
the individual record there is the dan- 
ger of confusion or misunderstanding 
which may lead to quoting the higher 
figure for production and crediting 
it to the heifer as a two- or three-year- 
old. 


However, for statistical purppses 
the use of mature equivalents is quite 
satisfactory because of the number of 
records involved and also quite neces- 
sary to place the figures on a fairly 
comparable basis. When we are deal- 
ing with a considerable number of ani- 
mals as a group, these individual dif- 
ferences would tend to offset each 
other and level off so that comparisons 
would be fair. In connection with the 
Herd Improvement Test, we would 
consider it inadvisable to report the 
productions of individual animals com- 
puted to a mature equivalent basis, 
but it might be desirable for purposes 
of comparison to report a second fig- 
ure for the herd average on mature 
basis and also to figure such an aver- 
age for two daughters of sires with 
five or more tested daughters. 


The first thing necessary, if such 
a procedure should be adopted, would 
be to establish the percentages to be 
used, and our best source of informa- 
tion would be the ten-months and 
yearly records in the different age 
classes in Advanced Registry, of 
which we had completed a few more 
than 37,000 on January 1, 1931. We 
have made some preliminary studies 
along this line and have experimented 
on some of the lists reported in Vol- 
ume 2 of the Red Book in computing 
averages in which all records made 
under five years have been adjusted 
to mature equivalent basis. In these 
preliminary investigations, we select- 
ed only sires with five or more daugh- 
ters all tested in Classification C, that 
is, milked only twice daily. We found 
94 sires listed in Volume 2 of the Red 
Book with five or more tested daugh- 
ters and applying mature equivalents 
based on long-time Advanced Registry 
tests to all the daughters under five 
years, we figured average productions 
for all the daughters of each sire on 
mature basis. 

Figured in this way, the daughter- 
averages for these 94 sires, with all 
daughters tested in Classification C, 
were as follows: 


15 sires had daughter-averages 
under 300 lbs. fat; 20 sires had daugh- 
ter-averages between 300 and 350 lbs. 
fat; 33 sires had daughter-averages 
between 350 and 400 lbs. fat; 18 sires 
had daughter-averages between 400 
and 450 lbs. fat; 8 sires had daughter- 
averages over 450 lbs. 


When we tried to make daughter- 
dam comparisons, we found only 19 
of these 94 sires where five or more 
of the dams had Herd Test records. 
In these 19 cases where comparisons 
could be made, the records of the 
dams, if made under five years of age, 
were computed to mature basis and 
the results were very interesting. Of 
the 19-daughter-dam comparisons 
made, 14 showed improvement and 
five showed a loss. Four daughter

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ters fell below their dams in produc- 
tion might improve the average herd, 
as the production of the dams in 
these four cases ranged from 367.2 
to 451.3 lbs. 

The Herd Improvement Test has not 
been under way long enough to make 
many comparisons of this sort pos- 
sible at this time, but as it progresses 
and is more widely adopted by breed- 
ers throughout the country many 
daughter-dam comparisons can be 
made and information of great value 
will become available. 


These figures quoted above are all 
based on records made on twice a day 
milking but another serious com- 
plication enters in if we attempt to 
compared records made on three and 
four times milking with those made 
in Classification C. Whether or not 
it would be advisable to attempt to 
establish a correction factor for the 
number of milkings also is a ques- 
tion, and if so, which classification 
should be the standard? Should we 
figure up to “A” or down to “C”, or 
both ways from “B”’? Any way we 
figure it, we must agree that it will 
be difficult to arrive at a satisfactory 
basis for bringing all these kinds of 
records together for comparison. 

New Herd Averages 

Among the 27 herd averages report- 
ed in this letter, there are 16 “C” 
herds, 1 “B” herd and 10 herds of 
mixed classification and the whole 
number make a_ very fine showing. 
Nine of the 27 herds exceeded 400 lbs. 
fat and 5 others exceeded 365 lbs., or 
1 pound per cow per day. James A. 
Young, Angelica, N. Y., heads the list 
of “C” herds with an average of 13582 
Ibs. milk and 445.2 lbs. fat for 15 cows, 
and Mrs. Ella M. Henry & Son, Ava- 
lon, Wis., are second with a herd of 8 
cows averaging 12189 lbs. milk and 
421.7 lbs. fat. 

A. C. Slifer, Lewisburg, Pa., has a 
herd of 7 cows tested in “B” with an 
average of 13205 lbs. milk and 480.5 
Ibs. fat per cow. Among the herds 
of mixed classification Harvey A. Nel- 
son, Union Grove, Wis., leads with 22 
cows averaging 14103 lbs. milk and 
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464.7 lbs. fat, followed by Rock River 
Farms, Byron, Ill. with 66 cows ay- 
eraging 13267 lbs. milk and 451.9 Ibs. 
fat; State Hospital No. 4, Farming. 
ton, Mo., with 29 cows averaging 12647 
lbs. milk and 440.6 lbs. fat; Price’s

THE DOMESTIC DAIRY MARKETS 
SITUATION 
(May 1931) 


Reports on dairy markets this year 
have been largely a continued story of 
heavy production and low prices, and 


May does not reveal much change. 


Butter prices are the lowest of the 
year, and seasonal increases are 
occurring, but consumption appears to 
have been: remarkably good, with the 
result that only a reasonable amount 
of storing has occurred so far. 
Butter production continues to show 
substantial increases over 1930. The 
monthly report for April indicates 
consistent increases over April, 1930, 
in all sections except Nebraska, parts 
of the Mountain and Pacific sections, 
and in other scattered states, includ- 
ing most of the South. Weekly re- 
ports since then indicate that in the 
centralized creamery territories, May 
production has dropped appreciably 
below that of a year ago, although in 
the local creamery territory in Minne- 
sota and in the Pacific slope states as 
a whole, the make is still maintaing 
a substantial lead over last year. 


During the period of January to April, 
inclusive, butter production is esti- 
mated at 481,600,000 pounds, an _ in- 
crease of 31,000,000 pounds or 6.9 per 
cent over the same period in 1930. 


Information at hand regarding cur- 
rent production in the strictly fluid 
milk areas indicates that there is still 
an increase over a year ago, except 
possibly in the New England section. 
Cheese production in April was down 
2.8 per cent under last year, con- 
densed milk production was approxi- 
mately a third less, but evaporated 
milk, on the other hand, increased 7.5 
per cent. 


Despite this year’s increased butter 
production, storage stocks on May 1 
totaled 16,855,000 pounds, 6,000,000 
pounds less than on May 1, 1930. Since 
the first of the month, stocks in cities 
for which reports are available, show 
only about half the increase which 
occurred during May last year. Re- 
ceipts of butter at terminal markets 
the past thirty days have been run- 
ning about 3 per cent above last year, 
further indicating an increase in con- 
sumption. In April, the disappearance 





of butter from trade channels at 
wholesale markets, increased over 
April, 1930, almost as much as the 
total increase during the preceding 
three months. 


Cheese has not cleared so well as 
butter this year, and the result is 
that storage stocks on the first of May, 
which totaled 40,643,000 pounds, were 
slightly heavier than a year before. 
The change since May first’ is pos- 
sibly a slight increase, whereas in 
May, 1930, there was a fairly heavy 
increase. This places cheese in a 
more favorable position, insofar as 
the storage reserve is concerned. 
Stocks of canned milk increased 26,- 
000,000 pounds in April, compared 
with an average increase of 19,000,000 
pounds, but this was partly due, at 
least, to an increased production of 
evaporated milk in April, for apparent 
consumption has been running heavier 
all through 1931. 

Prices of all dairy products show 
still further reductions in May. Butter 
is at the lowest level of the year, and 
the May price will average around 11 
cents per pound below May, 1930, 
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cheese will average 6 cents’ per 
pound less, and canned milk 60 cents 
per case (48 cans) less. Prices re- 
ceived by producers supplying milk 
for city trade and to condenseries also 
average about 50 cents less per hun- 
dredweight. Very few changes in 
milk prices to consumers occurred 
this month.

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ters quite largely on production pros- 
pects during June and the summer 
months which will follow. Last sum- 
mer was so unusual on account of the 
drought, that it is probably a_ safe 
conclusion this summer will be more 
favorable. Last year’s conditions 
must not be forgotten as 1931 pro- 
duction is considered. It should be 
recalled that only in May, November 
and December were there increases 
in butter production over the previous 
year. There was a drop in June, fol- 
lowed by sharper decreases in July 
and August. The price situation is 
another factor to take into account. 
This year’s prices have been con- 
sistently below 1930 prices of cor- 
responding periods, and while the May 
price trend has been irregular, not 
much change has occurred. Further- 
more, wholesale butter prices at the 
beginning of the month were 13 cents 
below the opening May, 1930, prices, 
while now the difference is but 9 
cents. The usual trend of butter 
prices in June is steady, and during 
the past five years the variation be- 
tween high and low June prices of 
the same grade was but 1% cents. The 
principal factors in the situation as 
the new season opens are, therefore, 
that prices are already at a low level, 
which has had a tendency to stimu- 
late consumption, and that production 
is on a basis which should not be 
considered too abnormal, when com- 
pared with the unusual conditions of 
last year.—U. S. Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics. 





JUDGING CONTEST HELD ON 
DAIRY FIELD DAY AT 
NEBRASKA 


The Dairy Herd Improvement Asso- 
ciation scoring the most points in the 
Judging Contest held at the College 
of Agriculture, Lincoln, Nebraska, on 
May 27, was the Burt-Thurston county 
association. This association’s judg- 
ing team consisted of Natt Cherry of 
Craig, Albert Moseman of Oakland, 
and Howard Peterson of Oakland, and 
they scored 1,289 points out of a pos- 
sible 1,500. The Cornhusker associa- 
tion was second with a total score of 
1.249 points and its members consist- 
ed of three former 4-H club boys, 
namely, William Hartz of Roca, Law- 
rence Liebers of Lincoln, and Ray 
Hoy of Lincoln. The third ranking 
association was Lancaster, which was 
composed of Donald, Delbert, and Ray- 
mond Egger, and they scored 1,239 
points. Eight Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Association teams were entered 
and five classes of dairy cattle were 
judged. 


There was also a separate contest 
held for Dairy Herd Improvement As- 
sociation supervisors. This contest 
was won by Francis Coin of Lincoln, 
with 439 points, second was Ed. Ack- 
erman of Burt county, with 421 points, 
and third was Joe King who tests for 
the State Board of Control, with a 
score of 417 points out of possible 500. 
There were nine testers entered in 
the contest and the top five were very 
consistent in their judging. 

The high individual rank of all the 
contestants in the contest was won 
by H. W. Deems, a breeder from Paw- 
nee City, Nebraska, who scored 471 
points. The ranking for the next four 
places was as follows: second, Law- 
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rence Liebers, with 457 points; third, 
Howard Peterson of Oakland, with 459 
points; fourth, Frank Adair of Spring- 
field with 442 points, and fifth, Albert 
Moseman of Oakland, with 440 points. 
There were 107 contestants entered in 
the contest. 

The official judges of the contest 
were L. R. Lascelles, Middle-Western 
Holstein-Friesian Representative, and 
O. H. Liebers, Manager of the Ne- 
braska State Dairy Development So- 
ciety. Each class was explained by the 
judges to the crowd after the placing 
was completed which seemed to please 
the breeders to a very large extent. 

After the judging contest Frofessor 
H. P. Davis, gave a very interesting 
talk upon “Steps to be Followed in 
Breeding”. The talk was illustrated 
by different groups of cows from the 
University’s herd. 





HOLSTEINS LEAD YEAR 
TUCKY 


Although less than one-fourth of the 
pure bred dairy cattle in Kentucky are 
Holsteins, the annual report of CTA 
testing in the state by the Kentucky 
College of Agriculture shows that, in 
1929-30, a herd of 48 pure bred and 
grade Holsteins, owned by Kentucky 
House of Reform of Fayette, led all 
herds of all breeds with more than 15 
cows by 21 pounds of butterfat per 
cow with an average for the 48 head 
of 379 pounds of butterfat in one year. 

In herds of 15 cows or less, Holstein 
herds ranked second and third. being 
exceeded by only one small herd of 6 
cows. C. Earl Smith of Shelby, is 
credited with an average production 
of 10,532 pounds of milk and 391 
pounds of fat for his 14 pure bred 
Holsteins. John Kinstler of Camp- 
bell comes next with 12 pure bred and 
grade Holsteins averaging 10,110 
pounds of milk and 372 pounds of fat. 

Note—In the monthly report for 
February, 1931, the three top herds in- 
cluding 64 cows, were Holsteins, the 
fourth high included Holsteins, and 
the fifth was all Holsteins.

HELP WITH STATE COOPERATION 
(Cont. from April) 

During 1930, close contact was main- 
tained with state and county Holstein 
clubs by the Extension Service. Ad- 
vertising in state papers helped to 
keep the breed before the public. 

Personal help and advice in legis- 
lative matters helped to maintain a 
proper market for Holstein products 
in the dairy industry. 

The monthly News Letter, sent to 
state and county officers, kept before 
the leaders the latest developments in 
the Holstein industry. 


Local associations were supplied 
with literature, pictures, posters and 
fair booth material. 

Assistance with state fair programs 
and with Calf Club and Pure Bred 
Sire campaigns helped to develop a 
steady demand for Holsteins. 

Inquiries for cattle were referred to 
state secretaries and assistance given 
in planning programs of work. In ad- 
dition, active participation in state 
and county and other dairy meetings 
was a feature of the field work. 

Schools to the number of 4,000 were 
supplied with pictures and literature 
about Holsteins and educational exhib- 
its were supplied to at least 100 more. 



































Very close contact was established 
during the year with the Smith-Hughes 
agricultural schools whereby Holstein 
project students could receive the reg- 
istration and transfer privileges ac- 
corded to 4-H Club members. 

Substantial orders for Holstein cat- 
tle have follewed the futher develop- 
ment of foreign trade relationships 
through personal contacts made with 
representatives of a number of Central 
and South American countries. 
Through the Department of Com- 
merce at Washington, the latest in- 
formation about conditions existing 
in foreign countries is kept available 
and literature and pictures have been 
sent to a great number. 

Large True Type models were used 
by 45 colleges of agriculture and other 
educational institutions for student 
class room instruction, for Farmers’ 
Short Courses, for school judging con- 
tests and lectures, and for plays, fairs 
and other events in the immediate vi- 
cinity of the colleges. 


Large true type models are now 
distributed in the United States and 
in Alaska, Canada, Chile, Denmark, 
England, Hawaii, Holland, Japan, New

EXPECT HIGHER DAIRY PRICES 





Last Half of 1931 and 1932 Will Bring 
Improvement, Galloway Believes 
Dairymen can look forward to some 

improvement in markets the last half 

of 1931 and further improvement in 

1932, according to J. C. Galloway, farm 

management specialist in the Exten- 

sion Service at Iowa State College. 

Dairy prices, however, probably will 

not swing back to 1927-28 levels with- 

in the next few years, economists be- 
lieve. 

The increase in the number of cows 
since 1929 has been larger than neces- 
sary to supply the normal demands for 
dairy products. This coupled with a 
falling off in consumption is holding 
butter prices down. Milk production 
during the past winter was 2 percent 
more than the year before. 

The dairy situation, Mr. Galloway 
points out, is influenced greatly by in- 
dustrial conditions. Improvement in 
business will mean a greater demand 
for lowa products, since only 14 per- 
cent of the butter manufactured in 
Iowa is consumed at home. 

These facts emphasize the need for 
culling low producing cows. It is un- 
wise to keep cows which may have re- 
turned a profit a year ago in hopes 
that prices will swing back within the 
next few months to make such cows 
profitable again. specialists warn. 

One ray of hope for the dairyman is 
found in the fact that feed prices are 
also lower and that the best dairymen 
are finding that grain can be marketed 
through good cows at a substantial 
profit. Culling the poorer producing 
cows is the first step in decreasing 
production costs.
